FIRST DAY.

SECOND DAY. 

Fairfield, Iow'a, September 13, 1894. 

Devotional Services were conducted by M. See. At 9 A. M., Bishop 
Fowler took the chair. The Minutes of yesterday’s session were read and 
approved. 

Delinquents. — The Statistical Secretary reported the charges yet de- 
linquent in their reports. 

Parchments Returned. — The parchments of E. A. Robinson w’ere re- 
turned by I. O. Kemble, and the Secretary of the Conference was in- 
structed to record that he had withdrawn under complaints. 

Invitation. — An invitation from the Jefferson County Uibrary Asso- 
ciation to visit the Public Library in this city, was accepted with thanks 
for four o’clock to-morrow afternoon. 

Grand Army Post. — An invitation from the Grand Army Post to at- 
tend a special meeting on Friday evening, was placed on file. 

Referred. — M. Bamford moved to amend Article 2 of the Plan of Sus- 
tentation of Superannuates by striking out 75 per cent and 25 per cent, 
and inserting 50 per cent in each case. A motion to refer the whole mat- 
ter to the Board of Stewards prevailed.

Thornley, W. H. Gifford, and J. R. Payne reported their collections, were 
passed in their studies, and advanced to the class of the fourth year. 
F. T. ^Maxwell, John Hanks. C. H. Westfall, and J. M. Hoober reported 
their collections, and were continued in the class of the third year. M. A. 
Meagher and John Hanks were left without appointment to attend one of 
our schools.

Fifth Question. The I'ifth Question — “Who have been Continued on 
Trial ?” — was taken up, and William R. Jeffrey.

Clapp, E. J. Shook, C. li. Coggeshall, and W. B. Ireland, having reported 
their collections and passed in their studies of the first year, were con- 
tinued on trial, and advanced to the second year. C. E. Coggeshall and 
W. B. Ireland were conditioned on the required syllabi for the first }*ear, 
and C. E. Coggeshall on “Harman’s Introduction,” and “ The Outlines of 
Universal History.” 

Discontinued. — W. L. Baker was discontinued at his own request.

Left Without Appointment. — W. L. Clapp, W. C. Barclay, and Henry

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Thirtieth Question. — The Thirtieth Question — “ Where shall the next 
Conference be held?” — was taken up, and First Church, Ottumwa, was 
selected as the place for the holding of the next Conference. 

General Conference. — M. A. Head, of the Central Illinois Conference, 
and a member of the Book Committee, was introduced, and addressed the 
Conference in regard to the entertainment of the next General Conference. 

Woman’s College. — J. F. Goucher, D. D., president of the W’oman’s 
College of Baltimore, was introduced, and addressed the Conference in 
the interest of that institution. 

Statue of Bishop Simpson. — At the request of Bishop Fowler, a 
Committee of one from each district was ordered to solicit funds for a statue 
of Bishop Simpson, to be erected in one of the public parks of Chicago, and 
P. J. Henness, G. M. Tuttle, Thos. Osborn, J. J. Beckham, and S. D. Brown 
were appointed said Committee. 

Wesley Hospital. — J. Odgers, superintendent of Wesley Hospital of 
Chicago, was introduced, and addressed the Conference. On motion of 
J. C. W. Coxe, a Committee of three on Hospital Work was appointed, 
consisting of J. W. Hackley, C. H. Westfall, and G. B. Swartz. 

Time Extended. — On motion of C. L. Stafford, the time of session was 
extended. 

Leave of Absence. — Leave of absence was granted C. F. Williams after 
the present session, and his reappointment as superintendent of Chil- 
dren’s Home Society for Missouri was requested. 

Committee on Post-offices. — W. C. Chew was substituted for G. 
Schleuker on the Committee on Post-offices. 

To Conduct Devotional Services. — W. P'. Mair was appointed to con- 
duct the devotional services to-morrow morning. 

Publishing Agent. — C. L. Stafford moved that C. W. Shepherd be ap- 
pointed as Publishing Agent for the coming year, and that he be author- 
ized to publish 2,000 copies of the Conference Minutes. On motion of 
W. G. Wilson, the consideration of the question was postponed until to- 
morrow morning’s session. 

Adjournment. — After the usual notices were given, and the list 
of Standing Committees was called for announcements, the doxology was 
sung, and the Conference adjourned with the benediction by Dr. Goucher. 

THIRD DAY. 

Frid.w, September 14, 1894. 

Devotional Services. — The devotional services were conducted b}’ 
W. F. Mair. At 9 A. M., Bishop Fowler took the chair, and the Minutes of 
yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

Conference Treasurer of Permanent Fund.— The report of the Con- 
ference Treasurer of Permanent P^und, George Haw, was presented, re- 
ceived, and placed on file. 
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Conference Stewards. — The Conference Stewards reported in favor 
of rescinding the action of last year in regard to the New York East 
Conference Plan for the Sustentation of Superannuates. M. Bam ford 
moved, as a substitute, that the plan be retained, and amended by strik- 
ing out “ 75 per cent ” and “ 25 per cent,” and inserting 50 per cent 
therefor. J. E. Corley moved to lay the substitute on the table, w’hich 
motion prevailed, and the report was adopted. 

Recommendation for Missionary Secretary, — On motion of I. P. 
Teter, resolutions were adopted recommending to the Board of Bishops, 
W. T. Smith, D. D., of the Des Moines Conference, as a suitable person to 
be appointed as Missionary Secretary. 

Publishing Agent’s Report. — The report of C. W. Shepherd, Pub- 
lishing Agent of Conference Minutes, was presented, received, and filed. 

Report of Secretary of Board of Trustees of I. W. U.— The report 
of Secretary of Board of Trustees of Iowa Wesleyan University was pre- 
sented by J. E. Corley, and the report was adopted. 

Bluff Park. — D. Murphy presented a paper on “ Bluff Park,” which 
was, on motion, referred to the Standing Committee 011 Bluff Park. 

M. S. Hard Introduced. — M. S. Hard, D. D., Assistant Corresponding 
Secretary of the Church Extension Society, was introduced, and addressed 
the Conference. 

L. Curts Introduced. — E. Curts, D. D., one of the Agents of the West- 
ern Methodist Book Concern, was introduced, and addressed the Con- 
ference. 

Special Order of the Day. — The Order of the Day, the admission of 
candidates into full connection in the Conference, w’as taken up. The 
time w’as extended. After singing the hymn, “Am I a soldier of the 
cross ?” and prayer by D. C. Smith, the class was called forward and ad- 
dressed by the Bishop on “ The Dignity and Responsibility of the Minis- 
try.” The usual Disciplinary questions were asked the following mem- 
bers of the class: William A. Longnecker, Ulysses S. Smith, Samuel 
Thero, Warren A. Jackson, John M. McClelland, J. E. WilkinS, and Arthur 
E. Thornley. William E. Hall was discontinued at his own request.

— The doxology was sung, and the Conference ad- 
journed with benediction by the Bishop. 
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FOURTH DAY. 

Friday, September 15, 1894. 

Opening. — Devotional services were conducted by C. W. Powelson. 
At 9 A. M., the Bishop took the chair, and the Minutes of yesterday’s ses- 
sion were read and approved. 

Fifth Question. — The Fifth Question was resumed, and William A. 
Longnecker, Ulysses S. Smith, Samuel Thero, John M. McClelland, War- 
ren A. Jackson, John E. Wilkins, and Arthur E. Thornley reported their 
collections, were advanced to the third year, admitted to full connection, 
and all elected to deacons’ orders, except A. E. Thornley, already a deacon. 

Continued on Trial. — William A. Clark was continued on trial in the 
second year, and the Conference requested that he be left without appoint- 
ment to attend one of our schools. 

Eleventh Question. — The Eleventh Question was taken up, and Hiram 
F. Gilbert, from the Keokuk District, and Fred C. Demorest, from the 
Oskaloosa District, were elected to local deacons’ orders. 

Twelfth Question. — The Twelfth Question was taken up, “ What Others 
have been Elected and Ordained Elders ?” No recommendations were pre- 
sented. 

Fourth Question. — The Fourth Question was taken up, “ Who have 
been Received on Trial George L. Miuear, recommended from the 
Keokuk District Conference ; William H. Perdew, Albert M. Mahaffie, 
Peter D. Davisson, Hiram T. Robinson, and John W. Pool, recommended 
by the Burlington District Conference ; Thomas B. Owen, recommended 
by the Muscatine District Conference ; Fred. C. Demorest, by the Oska- 
loosa District Conference ; Hardy A. Ingham, Harry B. Scoles, William F. 
Gilmore, William H. Dillon, and James E. Vanwinkle, recommended by 
the Ottumwa District Conference ; and Aaron M. Sommerville, recom- 
mended by the Iowa District, were admitted.

George Schlenker was con- 
tinued on trial in the studies of the first year.

REPORTS OF PRESIDING ELDERS. 



BURLINGTON DISTRICT. 



To the Iowa Annual Conference : 

In the providence of the great Head of the Church, I am permitted to 
submit my Fourth Annual Report of the Burlington District. 

The pastors entered their respective fields of labor immediately upon 
the adjournment of Conference, and, with one exception, pushed the work 
with vigor throughout the year, Their success was not uniform ; but 
most of them had encouraging results, and some of them marked success. 

All things considered, probably the most decided victories were won 
at Grace Church, Burlington, and Santa Fe Avenue, Fort Madison. With 
the obstacles in these fields, the brethren are generally quite well ac- 
quainted. But in spite of them, about one hundred souls were converted 
at each place, the revival spirit prevailing through much of the year. 

Special mention should also be made of the work at Crawfordsville, 
,Mouut Pleasant, Mount Pleasant Circuit, and Mount Union, where wide- 
spread revivals occurred, and hundreds of souls were saved. There were 
revivals of scarcely less note in several other charges, and some conversions 
in all save perhaps one, and “ such as were being saved ” were added to 
the Church. 

An aggregate of close to one thousand professed conversion within 
the bounds of the district during the year, most of whom, if not already 
members, sought a home among the people called Methodists. But some, 
like the fruit of Joseph’s vine, fell over the wall — walls not being very 
high or veiy^ thick nowadays — into other Christian communions, where, 
no doubt, they were cheerfully received. 

Brother W. L. Baker, a probationer, was appointed to West Burling- 
ton at the last Conference. It was a difficult field, and he could n’t seem 
“ to find the combination,” and, receiving an invitation to return to the 
Presbyterian Church, from which he had recently come to us, he resigned 
his charge, and removed to Pomeroy, Iowa, where he became pastor of a 
Presbyterian Church. There was nothing against his Christian or minis- 
terial character, and, as he seemed better adapted to fight in other than 
Methodist armor, I gave him the apostolical blessing, and bade him 
God-speed. 

New church and parsonage enterprises have been launched, and some 
indebtedness canceled, in spite of the hard times. 

At Mount Union, where, for several years, we have been illustrating 
the folly of two families keeping house under the same roof, we are set- 
ting up for ourselves. The pastor. Rev. W. C. Chew, on entering the 
field last fall, felt, and soon got his people to feel, that a Methodist 
church was indispensable to Methodism in that prosperous little town ; 
and, with great unanimity, they said; “Let us arise and build.” The 
church, when completed, will be worth $2,500. It will be ready to dedi- 
cate in October next. 

The Kingston class, Sperry Circuit, W. A. Longnecker pastor, has, 
all its life, worshiped with great discomfort in a little old school-house. 
We had an old abandoned church at Dodgeville, within the bounds of the 
same charge. So we readily got consent of trustees to donate it to the 
Kingston societ}’. They as readily accepted, and pulled down the old 
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church, and, adding a little to it, erected a new church, very neat and 
I amply commodious. We had the pleasure of dedicating it, after providing 

\ for all indebtedness, on the 12th of August last. It is worth |i,ooo. 

On Burlington Circuit, P. C. Hogle pastor, important results have 
^ been achieved. At the Spring Grove appointment, and also at the Shiloh 

j appointment, more than a quarter of a century ago, it was said, in each 

! place, of a man of wealth : “ He hath built us a synagogue.” In 

f the former place, it was the Hon. John Patterson ; in the latter, a Brother 

Aver}’. But, in each case, the builder held the title in his own name. 
This, in several ways, especially at Shiloh, was a serious obstacle to our 
prosperity. So the pastor got Mr. Patterson to transfer the property at 
Spring Grove to the Church this year. It is worth $1,500. Then, at 
Shiloh, Brother Avery having died, the pastor raised $300 and bought the 
property; $500 more will be added in repairs, when we will have practi- 
cally a new church worth not far from $1,500. A subscription of $600 has also 
been taken for a church at a new point— Wever — in the same charge. The 
work seems to lag a little just now ; but we hope to see the church com- 
pleted, and a good society organized the coming year. Valuable improve- 
ments, in the way of underpinning the parsonage and the completion of 
a cellar for same, greatly enhancing the convenience of the property, 
were completed early in the year. 

On the West Point work the pastor has been active. On returning to 
his charge for the fifth year, he found it necessary to provide a parsonage, 
the house his family had been occupying for four years being offered for 
sale. The property includes a very good house and barn and two acres 
of ground. This was purchased for $300. For parsonage pui-poses it is 
easily worth double the amount. 

On the same charge the pastor has recently invaded new territory at 
Cottonw’ood, w’here a subscription has been raised, and a church will 
soon invite worshipers to a new altar. Recently, also, a society was or- 
ganized at Big Mound, where services have been held, without organiza- 
tion, for several years. This new society starts with twenty members, 
and is in a community where it is needed, and may grow much stronger. 

At Morning Sun, also, a new society has been formed at Marsh, where 
there is a good fighting chance for a new church, or the rejuvenation of 
an old one. The formation of this society involves the abandonment of 
the old Virginia Grove Church, which has been devitalized by deaths and 
removal of members, and the shifting of the center of population. To the 
parsonage premises of this charge, there has been added an excellent 
barn,, which may well be taken as a model for all such parsonage con- 
veniences. 

At Columbus Junction lots have been secured, and some material for a 
parsonage. It is to be built on a generous plan, and will probably be 
ready for occupancy one year from this time. 

At Morning Sun a plan has been adopted that w’ill wipe out the debt 
on parsonage in another year. 

About $200 have been paid on the parsonage indebtedness at West 
Burlington. One hundred and forty dollars of this is from the sale of the 
old Middletown church, which had long been practically abandoned, and 
had become so dilapidated as to be unfit for further use. 

The debt on Grace Church, Burlington, has been reduced over $2,000 
during the year, and it is confidently believed the good work will go on 
until the debt is canceled. 

Children’s-day, in June, and Children’s Missionary Day, on Easter 
Sunday, were quite generally observed, and yielded for their respective 
causes very helpful sums. 

The Epworth League is organized in nearly all the charges, and is a 
great help to many of our young people, and makes many of them helpful. 

On account of the alleged stringency of the times, collections have 
been made with not a little difficulty throughout the year, and the 
difficulty was greatly enhanced by so many of our people leaving 
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the “ r ” out of stringency when dealing with the Lord. I am convinced 
that in most of our territory, there has yet been very, very little cause for 
crying hard times. But these are the days for sympathetic movements, 
and, accordingly, many who have no need to do so, have struck, on benev- 
olences and preachers’ salaries, out of sympathy (or something else) with 
those whose work and crops and all are gone. 

Still, at the beginning of the year, the estimates for pastors’ salaries 
exceeded former years by several hundred dollars. But I fear there will 
be some deficiencies to record. 

As to the benevolences, we have endeavored to keep their claims before 
preachers and Churches by correspondence, inquiry' at the Quarterly Con- 
ferences, public discourses, and by private conversation. Then, in Au- 
gust, failing in our effort to secure him earlier, we had Brother Thomas 
Craven, one of our missionaries to India, take a run through the district. 
We visited, and he addressed the people at about twenty different places. 
The audiences were generally small, and it was too late in the year to have 
much influence on collections to be reported at this Conference. But 
much missionary intelligence was scattered, and I confidently expect the 
results to be favorable on the work of the future. 

We have in all things endeavored to carry* out the spirit of the Disci- 
pline, and unless the brethren have failed to realize their expectations, 
as expressed to me in recent interviews and reports, there will be an in- 
crease, especially on the missionary collection this year. But as to exact 
results, I will have to refer to the reports of the various pastors. The 
Sabbath-schools are generally organized into Missionary Societies. 

As to the affairs of the Iowa Wesleyan University, situated within 
the bounds of the Burlington District, I refer the brethren to my report as 
Secretary of the Board of Trustees. 

The health of the preachers has generally been good, yet sickness has 
invaded the homes of several; among them the homes of Brothers Pool, 
Pusey, Pugh, Powelson, Hogle, and Bishop. But, in the good providence 
of God, the death angel has not been permitted to visit any parsonage 
home in the district this year. Still it is our sad duty to report three 
deaths for the year now ending. 

The first to go was Sister Smith, the death of whose companion was 
reported by me one year ago. Thus, within less than a year, their oldest 
son and the father and mother were called from their home and friends on 
earth. For ten years Sister Smith was made almost totally helpless by 
rheumatism, and was finally attacked by consumption, which had robbed 
her of son and husband. In her enfeebled condition she was its easy vic- 
tim. Sister Smith was one of the sweetest, purest, and most patient souls 
’ I have ever known, and there can be no doubt that she now abides where 
rheumatism never racks, nor consumption wastes the immortal frame. 

The next to be called was Rev. Chas. S. H. Dunn. He took a super- 
numerary relation, because of impaired health, two years ago. He and his 
faniiU’ removed to Riverside, Cal., where he edited The Southern Califor- 
nia Christian Adi'ocate for about a year. Thence he went to Duluth on 
business matters, and my information is that he was advised to go to 
Europe for treatment. He, with a companion, accordingly went, and, 
taking cold in a decayed tooth, erysipelas set in, and he died in the city 
of London, August 17, 1894. WTiatever else may be said of him, Chas. S. H. 
Dunn was a most agreeable companion, and had natural and acquired gifts, 
that, used as they might have been, would have made him one of the 
brightest stars of the American pulpit. 

The last one called was our venerable father, O. C. Shelton. He had 
been in declining health for some time. His home had been in Mount 
Pleasant for some years. Last winter was spent with a daughter in Evans- 
ton. Returning in the spring, he had manifestly declined much. He 
soon gave up his home in Mount Pleasant, and went to live with his 
daughter, Mrs. Judge Huston, of Burlington. But with the most faithful 
and tender care he continued to decline. He greatly desired to answer to 
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the roll-call of this Conference session. But“ the general roll up yonder ” 
was called first, and, no doubt, the old hero of nearly sixty years of minis- 
terial life behind him was ready to answer, Here ! He w'as a “ shock of 
corn fully ripe,” dying in his seventy-eighth year. J. E. Corley. 



KEOKUK DISTRICT. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren, — I am grateful to God for another 
year of uniform good health. With one or two exceptions, the health of 
the ministers has been good, as also that of their families. Soon after 
Conference, death came to the home of Brother Shane, and his eldest son, 
after months of suffering, died in great peace. Brother and Sister Handy 
also are bereaved in the death of their infant child. With these excep- 
tions, there has come no blighting sorrow to any of the twenty- six homes 
of our preachers, and no protracted sickness to interfere with the faithful 
pastoral services of the year. The preachers were all in their pulpits by 
the first or second Sunday after Conference, and have been abundant and 
untiring in labor. 

The religious condition of the Churches of the district is good. Spe- 
cial meetings were begun in the early autumn. Soon a spirit of revival 
was manifest; and, as a result, nearly 2,000 people professed conversion, 
and something near 1,400 united with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The meetings were conducted by the pastors, aided by neighboring preach- 
ers, except in two charges — Fairfield and Centerville. The one was led by 
Brother Shawhan, the other by Brother and Sister Harris. One very 
marked feature of these meetings over our district is the large number of 
the middle-aged and old people that were saved. The result of this gen- 
eral revival movement has had a beneficial effect on all departments of 
Church life and service. 

But it must be confessed that, while our people are advancing in gen- 
eral intelligence and are providing more and better literature for their 
homes than formerly, there is still a great lack of loyalty to our Book 
Concern and Church periodicals. The list of subscribers to our /advocates 
wrill show something of an increase over last year. The Epworth Herald 
is much enjoyed both by the old and young, and is growing in favor with 
our people. We are having still in our district some competition and 
contest between our own and Cook’s Sunday-school literature. We shall 
not be satisfied, nor think we have done our whole duty, until our schools 
are all furnished with our own excellent literature. 

Comparatively little has been done in church and parsonage improve- 
ment. The White Chapel, of Mount Zion charge, and the Birmingham 
Church, that were nearing completion at our last Conference, have each 
been dedicated free of debt. Montrose people have built, and the 8th 
of July Bishop Bow^man dedicated, a handsome and commodious chapel, 
costing $2,000. Great credit is due Brother Smith and his people for this 
enterprise. 

Some money has been well expended in re-painting, papering, and 
re-seating churches. Our brethren here (in Fairfield) have spent about 
$500 in repairs and paint on building. Bloomfield has re-carpeted and 
painted its church, at a cost of $400. Pulaski people have also made 
some improvements and re-seated their church wiih chairs, at a cost 
of $350. The First Church of Keokuk has been struggling with church 
and parsonage debt; just how much has been secured, I am not informed. 
This congregation is made up wholly of the laboring class, and the year 
has been unfavorable for undertaking new enterprises or for the canceling 
of old debts. 

The Sunday-schools are maintaining their place in useful work and 
influence, and many of the boys and girls have made a profession of relig- 
on and united with the Church. I am sorry to say that we witness, too 
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frequently, stupidity and, in some instances, opposition on the part of 
parents as to their children becoming members of the Church ; and I see 
no way of curing the evil but by the utmost faithfulness on the part of 
pastors. Our Discipline is considerably in advance of the practice of most 
of us in the matter of religious instruction of children. 

The Epworth League is an organized force in our Church, and has 
been this year a great factor in the revival-work and in maintaining the 
social means of grace. 

Children’s-day is growing in favor with the young and old, and was 
quite generally observed. 

The claims and receipts for ministerial support will not vary much, 
in the aggregate, from last year’s reports. There will be some deficiencies 
on pastors’ salaries, not because our people are poor and hard-pressed 
financially (with one or two charges excepted), but because of lack of 
devotion and consecration to the Church of Christ. The plain fact is 
that, throughout our rural districts especially, many of our people are 
growing wealthy, while the temporal and benevolent demands of the 
kingdom of Jesus are but meagerly responded to. 

Special attention has been given to all the benevolent apportionments, 
and, in the main, the aggregates will be gratifying. Dr. Craven, from 
India, spent two weeks with us, and did much to awaken a missionary 
spirit. The apportionment to missions in Keokuk District is $3,000. 
We have raised $3,129, making an increase over last year of $472. All the 
collections have had careful attention, and will show something of an 
advance. 

Two sessions of the District Conference have been held. Each of 
these meetings was well attended by the preachers; but the laymen, who 
are members by reason of their official relations to the Church, attend 
only in small minorities. Both w’ere seasons of spiritual power and bless- 
ing, and each resulted in good to the local Church where held. 

The usual Disciplinary business was attended to, a record of which is 
here for Conference inspection. While there are always hindrances to a 
successful prosecution of our work, and each pastor and charge may have 
had some embarrassment this year, I think it due Brother Handy that I 
should, in this report, refer to that unfortunate condition of things pro- 
duced by the long-continued strike, that brought sheer destitution to many 
of his Church and congregation. Many of these people were fed from a 
charitable kitchen, over which Brother Handy and his wife had super- 
vision. In this way they fed men, women, and children, serving as much 
as 1,600 meals per week; besides, they looked after the wants of many who 
were too proud-spirited to be fed from a public table. This required not 
only much time and care, but sacrifice of home comforts and Church inter- 
ests. But be sure, brethren. Brother Handy is not preaching to empty 
pews! So, while one brother may fall far below his usual record in the 
collections, I am quite sure he and his faithful wife have not fallen below 
in services and sacrifices for the good of others. 

The year has been abundant in many things for which to rejoice and be 
glad. I should be sadly forgetful, in closing this report, if I did not do it 
with a sense of gratitude and thanksgiving to God for his gracious care and 
providence over us ; and if I did not express my own personal thanks to 
my brethren — the ministers and their families, and laymen — of the district 
for another year of unbroken kindness and multiplied favors at their 
hands. ' T. J. Myers. 

MUSCATINE DISTRICT. 

Through the grace of God, all the preachers of this district have 
been spared another year, and, with one exception, are ready to report the 
results of their labors. 

Considerable improvement has been made upon the church property; 
notably, $5,000 on the Wilton church, $1,400 on the Williamsburg church. 
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and $1,100 on the West Liberty church. The Sunset church, on the Victor 
charge, has been removed to Guernsey, and transformed into a beautiful 
building worth $1,800. Numerous smaller improvements have been made 
upon churches and parsonages, of w’hich I will not attempt to make 
mention. 

Nearly 1,000 conversions were reported. I can not give the number of 
accessions to the Church. 

The Letts Camp-meeting was marked with deep spirituality, and 
greatly refreshed believers. 

The Muscatine District Camp-meeting, under the leadership of B. E. 
Shawhan, w’as a real Feast of Tabernacles. An embarrassing debt of sev- 
eral years’ standing w'as canceled, and we plan to make some much-needed 
improvements in the near future. The District Epworth League Conven- 
tion w’as held on the camp-ground, and wnll be long remembered as a day 
of “joy and gladness.” The Leaguers are increasing in numbers and 
activity. The reaction has fairly set in, and the League rolls are being 
revised, which will result in increased power and usefulness. 

We are emphasizing the importance of the Quarterly Conference 
Committees, and insisting that they shall be organized for actual service, 
and report at the Quarterly Conference. It is greatly to be regretted that 
the committees are not more fully utilized. If they were organized and 
worked up to their capacity, every benevolent apportionment could and 
would be met in full. The failure is very largely to be found at the pas- 
tor’s door. 

The Ideal Quarterly Conference has a written report from the officers 
in the several depaitments of Church-work. We are growing in grace in 
this direction, but there is much ground yet to be occupied. The benevo- 
lent apportionments will be more than met in a number of charges, and 
could have been in all had they been taken earlier in the year. 

This is my fifth annual report of Muscatine District. We have much 
to be grateful for in the steady advance of the w^ork committed to our 
charge. I take this occasion to thank the preachers of the district for 
their hearty co-operation in the work assigned me. Ira O. Kemble.

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT. 

The Oskaloosa District contains twenty-three charges, and all of these 
were supplied by members of the Conference, except Reasnor and Oska- 
loosa Circuits. Clarence Kinne served Oskaloosa Circuit until his health 
became impaired, and we then secured the services of D. C. Bevan, who 
labored faithfully and successfully, and greatly endeared himself to the 
people. W. H. Gifford supplied Reasnor Circuit, and his labors w'ere 
greatly blessed. 

The preachers were all on their fields of labor early in the Conference 
year, and were in labors abundant. We are grateful to the brethren for so 
cheerfully assisting us in holding quarterly-meetings during the year. 
There seems to be a marked improvement in the Sabbath-schools in the 
district, both in the number in attendance and the efficiency of the work 
that is being done. In nearly all the schools our own literature is being used. 

The District Epworth League Convention that was held in Brooklyn 
was a great improvement over any that preceded it. The local chapters 
have been a power for good in the Churches. The Epworth Herald is 
deservedly popular, and its circulation should be greatly increased. The 
service rendered by the editor and publishers of this excellent paper should 
be appreciated by the w'hole Church. 

Considerable has been done in repairing churches and parsonages, 
all of wffiich we can not now mention in detail. When W. H. Gifford came 
to Reasoner Circuit he found it impossible to procure a suitable house, 
and we advnsed him to proceed at once to build a parsonage, and we w'ent 
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and gave what assistance w'e could in inaugurating the enterprise. Brother ^ 

Gifford and his people took hold of the matter and succeeded in building !| 

a comfortable parsonage. A sufficient amount was subscribed to pay for 
it, and it has been nearly all collected. ^ 

The church at Rose Hill has been repaired and greatly, improved in { | 

appearance at a cost of between two and three hundred dollars. The ? 

church at Newton has been frescoed, painted, and the furnace repaired, j 

at an expense of $600. ' ■ 

Brother M. A. Meagher, the pastor of Ewart Circuit, took up a new ; 5 

appointment, and held a revdval-meeting which resulted in forty-five con- { 

versions. They determined to build a church at this point, and between ; 

twelve and fifteen hundred dollars were subscribed, and the contract made 1 

to erect the church, which will soon be ready for dedication. , 

At Evans, on the Oskaloosa Circuit, a church is much needed, and $600 : 

were subscribed for this purpose, and something over I400 of that amount 
collected and placed in bank, but because of the strike among the miners < 

they failed to obtain enough money to build the church. In the near ^ 

future the enterprise will be pushed to its completion. ! 

We are not prepared to say definitely how the benevolent collections 
will be this year as compared with last. I fear, however, that some of the J 

pastors did not commence their collections as early in the year as they ; 

should have done; but some of the brethren began in good time, and will 
make a good showing. When making the benevolent apportionments, we 
sent to each pastor the amount he was expected to raise for the Iowa 
Weslej^an University, and have done what we could to secure a good con- , ; 

tribution for this purpose. 

There has been an improvement in the spiritual condition of most of 
the charges during the year, which resulted in an increased interest in 
class-meetings, weekly prayer-meetings. Sabbath-schools and Epworth 
League meetings. As nearly as I can determine there have been 1,200 
conversions and reclamations during the year, and also quite a number 
have experienced heart-purity, and are giving evidence that the work is 
genuine. However, we are painfully conscious that by a more thorough 
consecration to God it would be possible for the district to be, do, and 
accomplish much more in the future than has been done in the past. The 
salaries of the preachers, notwithstanding the financial depression, will be 
pretty generally paid ; but there will be a few of the brethren who will not 
be paid in full. This is not as it should be. There is often a greater lack 
in the disposition to pay than there is in the ability to do so.

OTTUMWA DISTRICT. 

The year has been one of hard work, some difficulties and suffering, 
but withal one of gracious providences and reasonable progress in the 
district. All the preachers began work earnestly and hopefully. The pre- 
siding elder began his work at once, and, in the fear and keeping of the 
Lord, continued throughout the year. He presided at all the Quarterly 
Conferences, and, at fifteen adjourned Quarterly Conferences, preaching 
206 times. 

Shortly after Conference we secured the services of Rev. J. E. Van 
Winkle as assistant pastor for the Brighton Circuit, assigning him, under 
charge of Rev. W. E. Patterson, to preach at the appointments outside of 
Brighton ; viz.. Pleasant Plains and Prairie Chapel. About the first of 
December we employed Rev. Hardy A. Ingham to assist Brother W. B. 
Ireland on Unionville Circuit. 

All the preachers continued at their posts until the end of the year, 
save our Brother Robert G. Wilson, pastor at Fremont, who was suddenly, 
on the second day of June, called from his charge to his crown. Rev. 
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Harry B. Scoles, who had just graduated from the Iowa Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, was secured to take the charge for the remainder of the Conference 
year, and has done his work faithfully. 

Although sickness entered and lingered a good while in the homes of 
several other, of our devoted pastors, death did not cast his shadow in any 
save the home of Brother and Sister C. S. Cooper. A little boy, not quite 
a year old, was transferred to the arms of the Good Shepherd. The death 
angel also entered* the dwellings of many of our laymen, bearing away 
about a hundred precious lives. 

Some advancement was made in the salaries allowed the pastors de- 
spite the financial depression. The Minutes show that the aggregate al- 
lowed to the pastors last year was $18,832 ; this year the allowance aggre- 
gates $19,921, an increase of $1,089. deficiencies last year were $1,320; 

this year, $933. 

We have made some advancement in church improvement. Nine 
church-buildings w^ere completed and dedicated — one at Brighton, costing 
about $5,000 ; one at Pleasant Plains, about $3,000 ; one at Durham, cost- 
ing $1,000; Prairie Chapel, Miller’s Ridge Chapel, and F'oster Chapel, each 
costing about $800; Hilton Church, costing $1,850; Haysville Chapel, cost- 
ing $1,500; and Fairview, costing $840; total cost, $15,590. About one- 
third of this amount was raised last year. Several of the older church- 
buildings were improved at small cost. An old indebtedness of $600, 
on Main Street Church, Ottumwa, was paid. Some improvement was 
made to the parsonage at Knoxville. A barn was added to the parsonage 
property in Agency, and the parsonage at Richland was cleared of all in- 
debtedness. At Lovilia a house and four lots were bought for the small 
sum of $450, which makes a comfortable home for the pastor. 

There has been some spiritual growth. Number of conversions, 976 ; 
number joined on probation, 861. There were two sessions of the District 
Conference held, with good attendance of the membership and good re- 
sults in business, literary, and spiritual work. Dr. Young, editor of Cen- 
tral Christian Advocate, made us a profitable visit at the summer session. 
President Stafford attended both sessions in the interest of our college. 
Professor Mahaffie also favored us with an adddress on “ Education.” We 
have hoped and worked for an advance in the benevolent collections, but 
must await the pastors’ reports to know the result. 

The Epworth League has about twenty-five chapters of the Senior and 
thirteen of the Junior League, doing good work. Some of these chapters 
have begun holding special services on Saturday nights in connection 
with our quarterly-meetings. We hope that" this wdll become general in 
the district. We believe it will add much to the interest of our young 
people in the quarterly-meeting services. Only three or four pastors neg- 
lected to avail themselves of the benefits of organized Epworth Leagues. 
The relations of the presiding elder with the pastors and people have 
generally been cordial and pleasant throughout the year.

IOWA DISTRICT. 

To the Bishop and members of the lozva Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Clmrch : 

Dear Fathers and Brethren, — With pleasure I present to you my 
first annual report. At the last se.ssion of the Conference I was ap- 
pointed, by Bishop W. F. Mallalieu, as presiding elder of Iowa District ; 
also, as pastor of Omaha Circuit, an unorganized mission. 

The Iowa District embraces the States of Iowa, Nebraska, and west 
half of Illinois; and had, when given into my care, four organized classes; 
namely at, Des Moines, Oskaloosa, Pittsfield, and Ottumwa. So, under, 
as we trusted, the guidance of the Holy Spirit, we set about the work. 
The first thing was to raise money to get to our work, as pastor of 
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Omaha Circuit, a move of 202 miles, at an expense of $35.25, with a doc- 
tor’s bill of ^526, which had to be provided for before we could ship our 
goods. So we at once devised plans to meet this expense by setting a 
table at the County Fair, which met at that time. The Lord gave us suc- 
cess, so that we paid our debts, moved out of the parsonage, and were soon 
seeking to save that which was lost in Omaha. 

PiTTSEiEivD, or Springfield Circuit, as it is called, was left to be supplied. 
This was a large field, which I supplied at once with Brothers Graves and 
Green for the first six months of the 3^ear, and the last six months by 
Brother A. M. Sommerville, local preachers at Pittsfield. We have a good 
class of loyal Methodist people. This class is about five years old. Here 
we have a good lot, well located, and paid for; a good foundation laid, 
with the frame-work begun for a church, 20x34 feet; just the thing we 
need. Pittsfield is the county-seat of Pike County. We hope to have a 
neat little church here in the near future. 

BuRiyiNGTON Circuit was supplied bj’ Brother Jerome Herrington, a 
local preacher and farmer, who lives at Clarksville, Missouri. This was a 
mission-field with four appointments. Brother Herrington went onl\’ to one 
point, Keokuk. Here we have succeeded in forming a class of fifteen or 
more, who were from our Church in Missouri. This is a very promising 
field, because the people are here, and want our Church. Brother Her- 
rington stayed till crop-time, then turned his attention to the farm, and 
we let him go, and have managed it the best we could under the circum- 
stances. This, if properly cared for, will become one of the strong cen- 
ters of our work, 

Ottumwa Circuit. — This work was left to be supplied, I appointed 
Brother Albert M. Wilson, a local preacher, who came to us well recom- 
mended from the United Brethren Church, and who seemed to be doing 
well for a time ; but he soon returned to his first love, and joined the 
Baptists. 1 supplied his place with Brother Walter Lee, a deacon from the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church ; but he gave up the w'ork, and I 
have not heard of him any more. Our membership here has been tran- 
sient, on account of the changes at the coal-mines. But there is, in my 
judgment, a good future for this work. It will take a little time and hard 
work by a good man. 

Des Moines. — Rev. John A. Lee was appointed to this charge. This 
is a great city, with much people. Here w^e have a good church and a 
good parsonage, all worth $5,000 or $6,000, the best of any denom- 
ination of our people in the city. Brother Lee, for some reason, has not 
been able to do much. Somehow, he has failed to reach the people, es- 
pecially those who would bring life and success to the work. But this is 
a great field. There are 3,500 colored people in the city, and only three 
churches, and one of them, the Baptist, is on a leased lot. There has been 
a lumber debt against our Church at this place since it was built, five 
years ago, and no one paying any attention to it, the parties sued the 
Church and trustees for their claim, and got judgment, and were pressing 
the sale. But Bishop Mallalieu, by the earnest request of our white 
preachers and business men of the city, advised, and I dropped all else, 
and went to their rescue, and put in six weeks in January, Februar}', and 
March, canvassed the city, raised the money, and paid off the debt, and 
saved our best church property. * 

OSKAEOOSA.— Rev. S. D. Brown, a transfer from the East Tennessee 
Conference, was appointed to this work. This charge is thirty years old ; 
this, however, is the second time that a bishop has appointed an itinerant 
preacher to this work. It has always been supplied with local preachers. 
One man has been pastor there for eighteen years ; so to begin wdth a 
colored preacher and a colored presiding elder was a new departure for 
them. Brother Brown and I both found ourselves at sea in the start; but, 
under God, we became master of ceremonies, and the last has been the 
best. Brother Brown has done a good work. He has raised up the 
church and put under a brick foundation, and painted the church inside 
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and out, and papered the church, so that, taking things as a whole, we 
about have a new church at this place, also a good, little parsonage, and, 
I think, all out of debt. The people have been nursed so long that they 
actually thought it could not be done, but Brother Brown has had success. 
About fiiteen have been added to the Church. 

Omaha, as I said, was a mission-field. We have succeeded in forming 
a class with twenty members, and a small Sunday-school has been started. 
This is a great center. There are 6,000 or 7,000 colored people in this 
city. All we need here is a permanent place, well located, and a good 
man, and the victory is sure. We have also organized a good class in 
Council Bluffs. This work has been supplied since May by Brother L. J. 
Jackson, a local elder from Missouri. He has done a good work, has a 
good Sunday-school and congregation growing. There are about 500 col- 
ored people in this city. The Baptists have a little church. Our white 
pastors say that our w’ork is important in this place. We are using a 
church and parsonage valued at $2,000, that w’e can get for $500, if w'e can 
raise the money to pay off the mortgage. 

Taking things as they are, the field is ripe for the harv^est. We need 
a few good young men, consecrated to God and the work, and the w’ork 
will be a success. As to myself, it has been a year of wonderful expe- 
rience, both as to men and work. I have not done much real district work, 
from the fact that I have had so much pastoral work to do, both in Omaha 
and Council Bluffs, and spending most of the winter in saving the church 
at Des Moines, as I had to make a house-to-house canvass in order to raise 
the $200. It required some time and earnestness these hard times ; but I 
thank God for life, health, and faith in God, that has enabled me to suc- 
ceed. I have preached 114 times, and held eighteen quarterly-meetings. 
There was no apportionment made to my district for benevolences, but I 
made an assessment on the basis of Elder Hughes’s plan for last year, both 
to the old and new \rork, and the pastors’ reports will show the result. 
The future of the Iowa District is hopeful.

EDUCATION. 

Your Committee on Education would respectfully report as follows : 

Resolved, i. That we, as a Conference, will maintain the interests of 
the Iowa Wesleyan University in its endeavor to carry forward the work of 
education, and we will do what we can to influence our young people to 
attend the University. 

Resolved, 2. That this Conference requests its Visitors to the Iowa 
Wesleyan University to visit the University classes and term-examinations, 
as well as the meetings of the Board of Trustees, and that they report the 
results of these visits back to the Conference. 

Resolved, 3. That, in order to a thorough preparation for the ministry, 
we advise all our preachers, if it be possible, to take the theological course 
afforded in our theological seminaries. 

Resolved, 4. That we are pleased with the visit of Dr. Goucher to our 
Conference, and are favorably impressed with the facts relating to the 
Woman’s College at Baltimore ; and we recommend such of our preachers 
and people as do not prefer to send their daughters to co-educational 
schools of Methodism to patronize the Woman’s College of Baltimore, 
since in that institution is offered the best facilities for the education of 
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women, and also is offered two free scholarships to young women from 
Iowa. 

Resolved^ 5. That we are in hearty sympathy with our whole educa- 
tional system, and will support the Parent Board of Education and all its 
existing societies; its Children’s-day feature, and all other movements 
looking to the education of the people. 

Resolved, 6. That we recommend the raising of $2,500 this year, in the 
Iowa Annual Conference, for the Iowa Wesleyan University, and in case 
this amount is all raised, $500 of it shall be kept for a loan fund, to be used 
in aid of young men preparing for the ministry or missionary work. 

Resolved, 7. That we are greatly pleased with the efforts of Bishop 
Hurst and his co-laborers to establish the American University in the city 
of Washington, D. C., and we earnestly hope and pray that he and they 
may have as great success as the magnitude and importance of their un- 
dertaking deserves. 

Resolved, 8. That as knowledge is power, and illiteracy means pov- 
erty, immorality, and degradation, we pledge ourselves to maintain our 
system of public schools, free from ecclesiastic interference and control. 

We recommend the following memorial from Ottumwa District Con- 
ference for adoption : 

Memorial from Ottumwa District Conference. 

“Whereas, The Iowa Wesleyan University is one of the most impor- 
tant interests of the Iowa Conference ; and 

“ Where.^S, The young people are more vitally interested in this in- 
stitution than any other class of persons ; therefore, 

'^Resolved, i. That we favor a plan by which the Epworth League 
Chapters within the bounds of the Annual Conference shall be united in 
an effort to raise at least $5,000, to be applied on the indebtedness incurred 
in building the new chapel and Science Hall. 

Resolved, 2. That a Committee, of which Dr. Stafford shall be chair- 
man, be appointed to prepare a plan and submit to the next session of 
the Annual Conference. 

“ In pursuance of the above action. Dr. Stafford, Presiding Elder 
Smith, and J. C. Kendrick were appointed said Committee to present the 
matter to the Annual Conference. This Committee recommends that each 
of the Chapters of Epworth League observe a day, to be known as the 
Iowa Wesleyan University Epworth League Day, and that the purpose of 
these meetings shall be the dissemination of information concerning the 
Iowa Wesleyan University, and the emphasizing of the importance of 
higher education under Christian auspices, and the receiving of free-will 
offerings for the benefit of the University. 

“We recommend that members of the Faculty and students of the 
University be engaged to assist, in as many places as possible, in holding 
these meetings ; and that the pastors take hold of this matter vigorously, 
and for several consecutive weeks before holding the meetings, keep the 
matter before the congregations. Sabbath-schools, and Epworth League 
Chapters.” D. Murphy, President.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES OF IOWA WESLEYAN 
UNIVERSITY. 

To the lo'wa Annual Conference : 

Brethren. — I hereby present the Fortieth Annual Report of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University: 

During the year there was a total enrollment of 357. This is 40 less 
than last year. 

Of the number enrolled, 258 were in the collegiate and academic de- 
partments, being a decrease of 46 in these departments. There were 99 in 
the various departments of art. 

The graduating class from the collegiate department numbered 18. 
Five were graduated in music, and one in pedagogy. 

According to the Treasurer’s report there is a falling off of $865 on 
receipts from tuition. 

The total expenses of the year were $9,782.46 ; the total receipts of the 
year were $8,132.28 — leaving a deficit of $1,650.28 for the last year. There 
was some uncollected tuition which, if paid in, somew hat lessens the year’s 
deficiency. 

Salaries and expenses were reduced for next year, wdiich, with the en- 
couraging outlook for students this opening year, it is hoped, will prevent 
the recurrence of a deficit. 

A commercial course, including shorthand, typewriting, and book- 
keeping, wdll be put in operation at the beginning of this scholastic year. 

A prize of $25 for the best declamation by a member of the Freshman 
class, and one of $50 for the best oration by a member of the Junior class, 
will l)e offered this year. 

During the year the Executive Committee settled with the heir of 
Brother G. N. Power, deceased, by accepting the definite sum of $5,000, on 
which' the heir is to receive five per cent during life. This makes the total 
Plndowment Fund $69,747.87. 
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The Faculty remains the same as last year. As in former years, pro- 
vision has been made to relieve the President of the University from 
teaching, so that he may address himself wholly to raising funds for same. 
In his efforts in this direction it is devoutly hoped he may be eminently 
successful. 

During the year an excellent revdval- meeting was held at the Univer- 
sity Chapel, under the leadership of Evangelist Shawhan, aided by members 
of the Faculty aud resident pastors. About 140 were started or re started 
in the new life, as a result of the meeting. 

The terms of the following members of the Board of Trustees expire 
at this Conference session: T. E. Corkhill, Carl Williams, E. L. Penn, 
Geo.

ORVILLE CLARSON SHELTON. 

OrvieeE C. SheeTON was born in Mason Countv, Virginia (now West 
Virginia), December 30, 1816, and died at the home of his daughter in Bur- 
lington, Iowa, September 5, 1894. Born of sturdy stock, he was a man of 
strong convictions of right and wrong, duty and indifference. At an early 
age he became deeply religious, united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and began his active ministry at the age of nineteen ; and laid it 
down only after fifty-two years of active service in his chosen field, and 
when the infirmities of seventy-one years began to weigh heavily on him. 
Until 1852 his work was in Southeastern Ohio and West Virginia. In that 
year he moved to Iowa, and became a member of the Iowa Conference, 
where he remained up to the time of his death. During this time, he 
served the following charges: Birmingham, 1852; New London, 1855-6; 
Glasgow, 1858; Crawfordsville, 1859; Salem, i860 ; Burlington Circuit, 1861-2 ; 
West Point, 1863; Troy Circuit, 1864; Chillicothe, 1865; Brighton, 1866; 
Eddyville, 1867-8; Fairfield, 1869; Salina and Glasgow, 1870; Mount Pleas- 
ant, Henry Street, 1871; Salem, 1872; Ainsworth, 1873-4; Burlington Cir- 
cuit, 1875-6; Pleasant Hill, 1877-8; Millersburg, 1879-80; Martinsburg, 
1881; Granville, 1882-3; Kellogg, 1884; Lyiinville, 1885; Montrose, 1886-7. 
At the Conference held in Oskaloosa in 1888, he asked and received a super- 
annuated relation. 

In his early ministry he was a circuit-rider in the true, old-fashioued 
sense of that word. He traveled on horseback, and it frequently required 
at least four weeks to make one round of his circuit. In those days pow- 
erful revivals were the rule in his work, and it can justly be said that the 
stars in his heavenly crown are as the stars in the firmament that can not 
be numbered. As illustrating his character — born the son of a slave- 
holder, he early dared to denounce human slavery in his native State; 
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inheriting a slave from his father’s estate, he first educated him, then gave 
him his freedom ; receiving a small patrimony which he believed was, in 
part, the proceeds of the sale of a human being, he restored it with inter- 
est to the freedmen; reared in a community where intoxicating liquors 
were as free and as common as tea and coffee, he steadfastly refused to 
touch, taste, or handle ; called as a boy to clerk in a store where whisky 
w’as sold as any other commodity, he sturdily refused to sell it, was 
admired for his devotion to principle, and retained in his situation. 

Converted w’hen merely a child, he ever manifested the deepest inter- 
est in children in their relation to the Church. Possessing ferv^ent piety, 
characterized by great faith, and noted for his untiring zeal for the Mas- 
ter’s work, his ministry’ was accompanied with constant prosperity for the 
Church. His early miuistr\’ was peculiarly distinguished with great 
revivals, and down to the very close of his life he manifested his loyalty 
and love for the cause of Christ. Truly a good man has fallen, a saint 
has gone home. He walked with God here, and now- the unutterable bliss 
of heaven is his. C. E. Corkhii^l. 



ROBERT G. WILSON. 

Robert G. Wieson, son of Mr. and Mrs. James \V. Wilson, w^as born 
in Montezuma, Iowa, July 5, 1858, and died of pleuro-pneumonia in Fre- 
mont, Iowa, June 2, 1894. He was converted when fifteen years old, and 
was received into the Church by Rev. W. G. Thorn. He attended the 
public schools of Montezuma, and completed the course. He w'as after- 
ward for tw’O years in the Iowa Wesleyan University. He then taught 
school in Poweshiek County for several terms. Aiterward, he was engaged 
as a clerk in the store of general merchandise of F. A. Kilbourne. On 
February 23, 1882, being recommended by the official board of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in Montezuma, he w^as given a license to exhort by 
his pastor, Rev. D. C. Smith. Later, the Quarterly Conference of said 
Church gave him license to preach. Rev. E. L. Schreiner being presiding 
elder. In August, 1883, he was recommended for admission to the Iowa 
Conference, and was received at the next session held in September, 1883. 
He w’as ordained deacon by Bishop Ninde, September 13, 1885, and elder 
by Bishop Merrill, September ii, 1887. On June 18, 1883, he married Miss 
Mattie C. Platt, of Montezuma. Two children, sons, blessed their union. 
These sons, with their mother, remain to mourn the inexpressible loss of 
a loving father and a devoted husband. 

Brother Wilson served the following charges during his ministry’ : 
Albia Circuit, one year; Lovilla Circuit, one year; Union ville, three years; 
Brighton Station, one year ; Richland Circuit, three years ; and Fremont 
Station, nearly three years. His fatal illness was less than one week’s 
duration. He preached to his congregation on Sabbath, May 27th, from 
the text : “ Thou, therefore, endure hardness, as a good soldier of Jesus 
Christ;” and then went to his bed to suffer until the Saturday followdng 
at seven o’clock in the morning, when he fell asleep in Jesus. He was 
conscious to the last, and gave explicit directions concerning his property 
and family interests. He received the triembers of his congregation, and 
one by one bade them an affectionate farewell, commending them to God ; 
and having tenderly said good-bye to his parents, wife, and children, he 
said to his wife, “It is all right;” and he was not, for God took him. 
From childhood to the day of his death, Robert, as his friends liked to 
call him, was honorable and faithful in all trusts committed to him. 
Because of real merit, he was steadily growing in the esteem of his breth- 
ren. The funeral services were conducted in the church at Fremont by 
the presiding elder at 3 P. M., Sabbath, June 3d, participated in by Revs. 
I. P. Teter, W. G. Wilson, J. C. Kendrick, W. S. Gardner, M. Bamford, E. 
H. Waring, G. W. Byrkit, J. B. Hill, W. C. Vanschoiack, and C. S. Cooper. 
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Prof. J. W. Williams also spoke a few very appreciative and touching 
words in behalf of the laymen of the Church. At 10 A. M., on Tuesday 
following, another service w^as conducted in the Church at Montezuma by 
the pastor, J. W. Lambert, assisted by Revs. W. G. Thorn, D. C. Smith, T. 
B. Hughes, J. B. Hardy, M. Bamford, A. S. Loveall, R. L. Patterson, W. S. 
Kight, M. A. Meagher, and W. B. Marsh, all of the Iowa Conference. 
Mail}' precious things were said of the excellent life of our departed 
brother and friend. D. C. Smith. 



MRS. MARY J. BEVAN. 

Mary J., daughter of Rev. Daniel and Nancy Haines, was born in 
Indiana, January 28, 1848. At the age of twelve, with her parents, she 
came to Jasper County, Iowa. She was converted under the ministry of 
Rev. E. H. Winans, in 1866, at Newton, and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. She w^as married July 27, 1867, to Rev. D. C. Bevan, 
and began, in 1870, the life of an itinerant. For twenty-three years, during 
which time four children came to their home, she w'as permitted to enjoy 
the blessings and share the trials of a preacher’s home; and on October 
20, 1893, was translated to “the land that is fairer than day.” 

Sister Bevan was a devoted wdfe and mother, ever anxious for the suc- 
cess of her husband’s work and careful in the training of the children. 
She was solicitous for their spiritual comfort, and endeavored by a well- 
ordered life and godly conversation to lead them to Christ. For some 
j ears afflicted with physical weakness, incapacitating her for Church-work, 
she nevertheless evinced marvelous patience, and bore her trials with a 
resignation that demonstrated the sufflciency of God’s grace and her 
acceptance of his power to save. During her residence in Oskaloosa, I 
was able to know her very w'ell and to remark her Christian experience. 
She had no fear of death, but commented with reference to it as calmly 
as if it were simply a pleasant journey, which she w’as willing at any time 
to take.

MRS. ANN HARRIS. 

Mrs. Ann Harris w^as born at Wooster, England, in 1808, and was 
converted at the age of fourteen. She united with the Methodist Church, 
and married Rev. John Harris at the age of twenty-two. They came to 
America in 1842. Brother Harris joined the Iowa Conference in 1845. 
Entering heartily with her husband into the work of the pastorate, for 
thirty-three years she faithfully discharged her duties as the wife of a 
Methodist preacher.

She died at the home of 
her son, in Highland Park, Chattanooga, Tennessee, April 7, 1894. Mrs.

We desire to record our gratitude to Almighty God for the dis- ;

our past national history, we would not be blind to the evils wdiich threaten 
the perpetuity of those institutions w'hich give stability to our Govern- 
ment. We do not believe, as the sycophant would have the people be- ! 

lieve, that all wrongs are to be righted by a proper adjustment of the [ 

tariff ; for “ righteousness exalteth a nation, but sin is a reproach to any Hi 

people.” We deplore the fact that many men, in their desire for empty 
honors and temporal power, listen to the voice of a corrupt vote more j 

than to the voice of God. 

Owing to the fact our fair land has become the asylum for the w orst 
classes of all the world, like a beast of prey, the Roman Church is per- j: 
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initted to advance with stealthy step towards the destruction of all that 
which is the strength and glory of our national life ; w’hile law-makers 
and law-breakers have too often a mutual understanding. We lament 
that a greed for gain has so taken possession of many of the people, 
until gold has become their god, a holy day has been changed to a holi- 
day ; while as to the relation of capital and labor, the Golden Rule has 
been set at naught. It is our firm conviction that the calamity and wide- 
spread discontent which have befallen us are due to the utter disregard 
of Divine law, as a result of co-operate and individual greed, and that 
God is chastening us as a people for our sins.

To the Honorable Members of the Fifty-third Congress : 

We, The Ihiited Christian Commission, composed of delegated repre- 
sentatives from the General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, the General Con- 
vention of the Congregational Churches, the General Assembly of the 
United Presbyterian Church, the General Synod of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church, Diocesaiii Councils of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
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Association of Baptist Churches, and numerous other ecclesiastical bodies, 
were organized in 1890, in Washington. D, C., to carry out the instructions 
of our various Churches in behalf of the moral and religious welfare of 
the soldiers and sailors in the Army and Navy of the United States, in 
which many of the youth of our communions enlist to render service. 
Our Churches can not dismiss from their solicitude those sons w^ho enlist 
to do service for the maintenance of Government authority ; neither do 
they desire to discourage such service. But it is a matter of regret to 
them to have to state that too frequently the youth, w’hen they return from 
these branches of public service, are demoralized and unfitted for the 
duties of citizenship. They therefore have appointed committees to in- 
form themselves as to the causes of demoralization, and seek such 
changes, by legislation and otherwise, as will protect their sons from 
moral relaxation, and perpetuate those qualities of head and heart neces- 
sary to good citizenship and the fellow’ship of the Churches. 

We recognize a common ground of moral obligation which prohibits 
crimes and \nces and enjoins duty to God and man, which are common 
to all religious faiths, in which soldiers and sailors should be faithfully 
and frequently instructed. They are safeguards to the individual and to 
society, and, w^e believe, to the permanency of the beneficent Government 
our sous enlist to support. Men, and especially the youth, of which class 
the armed forces are largely composed, become indifferent to the laws of 
morality and religion in the absence of those forms and institutions of so- 
ciety which conserve their precepts. In our judgment, one of the causes 
of demoralization is inadequate instruction in morals and religion. 

With particular reference to the Regular Armv, we respectfully invite 
your attention to the fact that from the records of the War Department it 
appears that about tw’o-thirds of the military garrisons are without chap- 
lains, or other provision for instruction in these fundamental principles 
of moral character and good citizenship ; that few posts have chapels ; 
that no pro\nsion exists for the creation or maintenance of libraries ; that 
no serious or sympathetic effort seems to be made to counteract the nat- 
ural tendencies in many to contract habits of dissipation; that there seems 
to be a serious lack of interest and effort for the support of those moral 
restraints which we seek to inculcate in our sons. Disciplinary officers 
regard it as essential to discipline to keep aloof from their men in garri- 
son life, and that they can, in the nature of the case, do little to solicit, 
restrain, and counsel their men, as it is their function to command, and 
require implicit obedience. We therefore urge that this delicate and im- 
portant function be committed to a corps of chaplains, of such number as 
w'ill provide a chaplain for even.’ army post w’here two or more companies 
are stationed ; that they be sustained by such legislation as will assure 
them of moral support, and that no reduction be made in the present 
number of commissioned chaplains. 

We also respectfully urge that there be erected at each permanent 
post an appropriate building for chapel, library, reading-rooms, and 
school-rooms, as an accessory to the work of the chaplain, and that such 
administrative measures be authorized as will make his department sig- 
nificant and influential. 

We urge, in order to reduce to the minimum the temptations of gar- 
rison life, the abolition of the saloon feature of the Post Exchange, the 
suppression of gambling, and, as paramount, a division of the barracks 
into rooms for not over four soldiers, in order to protect young men of 
correct habits from the degrading influence of enforced intimacy with 
those dissolute characters w’ho, despite all precautions, succeed in "enlist- 
ing, and whose presence and influence are subversive of character in re- 
cruits more than any other circumstance. 

We invite your attention to the fact that the scope of this .memorial 
has been presented to Congress and the War Department by the Churches 
without apparent effect, until they have almost despaired of being heard. 
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and until it has been considered whether the sons of our Churches should 
be discouraged from enlisting in the Regular Army, until due regard is 
had to what we hold to be more precious even than the lives of our sons ; 
namely, that they be returned to us honored and honorable, and, above 
all, men of integrity and good moral character.

CONSTITUTIONAL CHANGES. 

To the Secretary of the. Iowa Conference : 

Dear Brother, — At the session of the Northern New York Confer- 
ence, held April 18-24, 1894, in Ogdensburg. N. Y., certain preambles and 
resolutions were passed which the Secretary was directed to forward to 
the Secretaries of the fall Conferences of 1894 and of the spring Confer- 
ences of 1895, w'ith the request that they present this action, through the 
presiding Bishop, to their respective Conferences, with a view of securing 
similar action by as many Conferences as practicable throughout the Con- 
nection. 

Following is a correct copy of the preambles and resolutions. 

Charges C. Townsend, Secretary. 

Whereas, The General Conference of 1892 directed the submission 
to the Annual Conferences, in the autumn of 1895 and the spring of 1896, 
of certain resolutions w’hich provide in part, as follows: “ i. That we sub- 
mit to the Annual Conferences the proposition to amend the second Re- 
strictive Rule by adding the words, ‘and such delegates must be male 
members,’ after the words ‘ two lay delegates for an Annual Conference,’ 
so that it will read, ‘ Nor of more than two lay delegates for an Annual 
Conference, and said delegates must be male members ;’ . . . 5. That 

if the amendment so submitted does not receive the votes of three- 
fourths of the members of the Annual Conferences and two-thirds of the 
General Conference, the second Restrictive Rule shall be so construed 
that the words ‘ lay delegates’ may include men and women, and thus be 
in harmony with the legislation of previous General Conferences and 

Whereas, The fifth section of said resolutions requires “the votes 
of three-fourths of the members of the Annual Conferences’’ to enact 
said proposed amendment ; while the Discipline requires, so far as relates 
to the Annual Conferences, only the concurrent recommendation of three- 
fourths of all the members of the several Annual Conferences who shall 
be present and vote on such recommendation ; and 

Whereas, In submitting this extraordinary proposition to the 
Annual Conferences, the General Conference did not adopt it legally by a 
majority vote of two-thirds, so as to ask the members of the Annual Con- 
ferences to concur in its own action, nor did it “ recommend’’ the adoption 
of the amendment proposed, but plainly indicated a desire that it be not 
adopted; therefore, 

. Resolved., i. That waiving all questions of the expediency of the ad- 
mission of women to the General Conference, we declare our judgment 
that such admission should not be secured or sanctioned by any method 
that wears the su^icion of irregularity or inadequacy. 

Resolved, 2. That we deem it expedient not to vote on said proposi- 
tion till after the General Conference shall have legally adopted it, and 
“recommended” the concurrence of the members of the Annual Con- 
ferences. 

Resolved, 3. That action on said proposition be and is postponed till 
after the next General Conference.
